American Naval Forces Prevent 
Fighting in Puerto 
Cortez, 


USELESS BLOODSHED 
STOPPED BY MEDIATION 


In Seeking to Restore Peace 
Between Government and In- 
surrectionists, Taft Simply 
Conforming to Wish of Davila. 
An Armistice to Be Arranged 
Between Contending Forces. 


Washington, February 3.—The e¢x- 
planation of the action of the Ameri- 
can naval] forces in landing at Puerto 
Cortez, in Honduras, and in undertak- 
ing to intervene between the govern- 
ment forces and the insurrectionists 
withaview tobringing about a settle- 
ment of the difficulty in that country 
without further bloodshed was had 
today when the state department made 
public the text of telegrams exchanged 
between President Taft and President 
Davila, of Honduras, within the last 


six days. 

From this telegraphic correspond- 
ence it appears that in seeking to re- 
store peace between the warring fac- 
tions in Honduras, President Taft is 
simply conforming to the earnesf wish 
of President Davila, who telegraphed 
him last Sunday &s follows: 

“The government of Honduras is ree 
solved to approve the foan conven- 
tion. For this, suspension of hostili- 
ties is necessary in order to prevent 
the useless shedding of blood. If your 
excellency can lend your valorous in- 
tervention to the end that the war 
may cease, the people and govern- 
ment of Honduras will have cause 
again to thank the United States and 
is worthy president for the interest 
they are taking jn the tranquillity and 
prosperity of the country.” 

President Taft's answer. was 
warded tast Tuesday, as follows: 

President Taft's Heply. 

“f Wave receiveq your “excefiency’s 
telegram as evidence of Your sincere 
desire to prevent useless \ bloodshed 
and disastrous waste of the -already 
depleted resources of your country, 
and as a fresh token of your appre- 
clation of the fact that the govern- 
ment of the United States is an!l- 
mated solely by a sincere desire to 
do. what it can within proper limits 
to further the prosperity and welfare 
of the people. of Honduras. 

‘The importance _of the loan negotia- 
tions to which voy allude lies in there 
being a contributohy means to the same 
end and this government's interest is 
because their object commends itself 
to all true friends of the people of 
for whose benefit and only 
with whose sanction its consummation 
is desired. 

“You will

have learned from our 
minister of what this government has 
been able to do in offering its good 
offices to a peaceful adjustment of the 
pending difficulties and to prevent frat- 
ricidal conflict.”’ 


Marines Ordered to Prevent Fighting. 
The president accompanied this tele- 


gram by one to Commander Cooper, of 


the Marietta, at Puerto Cortez, through 
the navy department, to the effect 
that he should not permit any fighting 
in Puerto Cortez, as it was an unforti- 
filed town, where there were large 
American and foreign interests. Cap- 
tain Cooper was also authorized to 
communicate with the leaders of Gen- 
eral Bonilla’s forces to arrange, if pos- 
sible, an armistice, assuring them in 
that case of the impartial good officés 
of the United States in offering media- 
tion to prevent further useless blood- 
shed. 

The: Marietta was obliged to leave 
Puerto Cortez last Wednesday, owing 
to the occurrence of a number of sus- 
pected cases of vellow fever, but it is 
understood that the instructions given 
her captain will be carried out by 
Commander Davis, of the Tacoma, 
which remains at Puerto Cortez.

They had placed a charge of nitro- 
glycerin in the currency safe, which 
contained $4,000, and were prepared to 
explode it when discovered. The bank 
officials are confronted with the prob- 
lem of how to open the safe without 
discharging the explosive.

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HAM LEWIS FEARS 
WAR WITH JAPAN 


Former Georgian in At- 
lanta on Business.

Chicago Statesman Says Ja- 
pan Will Retaliate on Atti- 
tude of United States by 
Seizing Philippines and De- 
stroying Canal. 


James Hamilton Lewis, of Chicago, 
formerly of Augusta, Ga., a statesman 
and lawyerof national reputation, who 
isspendingafew daysin Atiantaat the 
Piedmont hotel, gave to a Constitu- 
tion feporter last night an interesting 
interview, in which he touched with 
his usual versatility upon such topics 
as the tariff question, the reciprocity 
treaty with Canada, the present po- 
litical situation and the relations of 
the United States with Japan. 

Although a Virginian by birth, Mr. 
Lewis spent the greater part of his 
youth in Georgia. Later he moved to 
the northwest, where he was chosen 
to represent the state of Washington 
in\congress. In 1900 he was presented 
by the Pacific states for nomination 
for vice president, and about the 
same thme was chosen as one of the 
commissioners to go abroad to repre- 
sent the yvernment in the Alaskan 
difficulties. \After moving to Illinois, 
Mr. Lewis was nominated for the gov- 
ernorship of the state, but did not suc- 
ceed in carrying the election. During 
the Spanish-American war he served 
as an officer in both Porto Rico and 
Cuba. 

“My presence 
Lewis, after the usual 
been asked, “is without dny political 
significance. [am merely here to con- 
fer with the law firm of Colone)] Dan

[ am interested. I expect to wind up 
the matter by Saturday night, when 
I shall return direct to my home in 
Chicago.

The Political Situation. 

Knowing that Mr. Lewis presided 
over the democratic convention at Den- 
ver; the reporter asked him what he 
thought of the present political situa- 
tion. 

“The democratic party,” he answer- 
ed, ‘is being tried by th2:'calm, eco- 
nomic sense of the business interests of 
America. Conditions are such that my 
state of Illinois, and Wisconsin, Iowa, 
Nebrgska and Indiana, can be carried 
by the democrats, and secured to the 
party for its presidential nominee. 
Hiowever, this will depend upon the 
democratic party’s disclosing through 
its newly-elected house of representa- 
tives a business sagacity and political 
wisdom. Demecracy never has méant 
socialism, and it can never stand:for 
socialism without cutting its own 
throat. The course of the democratic 
house must be that in its tariff leg- 
islation and its gereral policy towarcs 
the business of America as will insure 
protection and encouragement to hon- 
estly-acquired property while it dis- 
courages and destroys dishonestly-en- 
joined privileges. 

“No tariff hill constructed upon the 
lines of levying the burden upon a 
certain class of business merely be- 
cause the class may be large and profit- 
able, will be either good sense or su3- 
tained by the public. The tariff should 
be levied generally, covering to some 
degree the products and industries of 
the cities and the farm, producing rev- 
enue enough for the government and 
incidentally, affording as much propor- 
tionate protection to the producer of 
raw material in Ameriea as to the man- 
ufacturer.” 

Mr. Lewis said that he did not think 
President Taft's reciprocity arrange- 
ment with Canada would succeed, in- 
asmuch as those opposed to it could 
prevent its passing at the short session 
of ccngress while the new democratic 
congress would substitute for it a gen- 
eral low tariff embodying its features 
but applying to all countries.

TO THE FRONTIER 


Government Adopls Energetic 
Measures to Enforce 
Neutrality, 


INSUBRECTO TROOPS 
MARCHING ON JUAREZ 


American Consul at Juarez 
Warned of Intended Assault. 
Federal Troops Poorly Arm- 
ed and at Mercy of Rebels. 
Mexican Government Pleased 
at Action of United States. 


Washington, February 3.—The acute 
revolutionary situation along the 
northern border of Mexico today moved 
the American . government to rush 
twelve additional troops of cavalry 
to the frontier to preserve the neu- 
trality of the United States. The Amer- 
ical military forces will prevent not 
only the movement of revolutionary 
bands from this country into Mexico, 
but also will prohibit defeated rebels 
with arms from seeking refuge on the 
territory of. the United States. 

This action was based upon strong 
representations from the Mexican gov- 
ernment to the effect that armed 
bands of revolutionaries have been en- 
tering Mexico at isolated places along 
the southern boundary of the United 
States. Furthermore, it was declared, 
the revolutionists have crossed the Rio 
Grande from Mexico, entering the 
United States for the purpose of mak- 
ing their way undisturbed through 
American territory and then re-enter- 
ing Mexico for the purpose of oper- 
ating against a strategie point. In 
reply to the protests of Mexico, the 
United States government has assured 
that country that every measure will 
be adopted with a view to preventing 
any violation of a neutral attitude on 
the part of America.

Mr: Borah 
jumped into the fray again. He said 
he would object and that he did so 
because it had become apparent that 
Senators opposed’ to his resolution 
would not give consideration to it if 
they could help it.

Course in Paychology.

Felton, of Cartersville, who talked 
about the influence which books have 
upon children; and Mrs. McClellan, of 
Marietta, whose mother, Mrs. Theo- 
dore Burney, was the founder of the 
national Mothers’ Congress. She 
stressed the need of kindness in gov- 
erning children.

He led off, as was to have been .expected, witha typically 
stattd-pat defense of the Payne-Aldrich tariff law as the “best 
ever,” and then proceeded as follows— | 

“Ask the fruit growers of California what they are going to 
do when Canadian fruits are free. What can they do under the 


favored nation clause?” _ | 
Ask the fruit growers of Georgia! The answer, so far as con- 
cerns the effectiveness of the speaker's illustration would be dis- 


concerting. | 

_ As was shown in The Constitution of last Sunday, the fruit 
growers of Georgia, acting through the Georgia Fruit Exchange, 
have‘for a long time been aggressive in demanding that Canadian 
import duties upon fruit be lowered or abolished. 

According to the figures of General Manager I. M. Fleming, 
Georgia shipped last season into the Dominion eighteen carloads of 
peaches, upon which the import duties were 38 cents a crate, $203.30 
per car, and for the eighteen cars $3,664.40. 

The fruit-growers argued, very much as Mr: Taft argued in 
submitting the agreement, that while the removal of the duties 
would not result in placing the entire 38 cents duty into the pockets 
of the individual shipper, it would inevitably and quickly broaden 
and steady the market for the native product. 

Showing its good faith in this belief, the exchange not only 
appealed to Georgia’s representatives and senators last summer to 
work for abolition of duties, but sought to press the movement by 
every conceivable diplomatic and commercial resource. 

Now— 

Wherein is the case of the California fruit grower different from 
the case of the Georgia fruit grower? 

The distance between Canada and Georgia and California ship- 
ping points is practically the same. The Canadian market for the 
fruits of the two states ought to be equally profitable, more so, if 
possible, for California, since that state has a wider variety of fruit 
products. than Georgia. 

Evidently, then, Uncle Joe has selected an unfortunate illus- 
tration.

MILLIONS IN SMOKE. 


Two htndred and ninety-two million dollars in one year is a 
Staggering tribute to pay to the fire-god! Yet that is the sum 
total of the cost of fires in the United States during the year 1906, 
according to a writer in The New York Commercial. The tariff 
duties for the same fiscal year were only about two million dollars 

That particular year presented, of course, an exception. but 
the average for the decade, $137,400,000, 1s formidable enough. 

» _A popular fallacy exists to the effect that when a fire insur- 
ance company shoulders the loss resulting from a conflagration, the 
slate is wiped clean, and nobody is the worse off for the calamity. 

If:the amount of money in existence responded automatically to 
loss by fires, there would be something more than consolation in 
this view. But since the amount of money is strictly limited, loss 
at one point must be made up at some other point. So that near- 
lv three hundred millions going up in smoke, as it did 1n_ 1906, 
leaves a big hole in our national income for that year, considered 
from the ultimate economic standpoint. 

And when one considers the enormous sum-total of the fire 
loss of the decade just closed, the marvel is that this country, even 
with its elastic financial constitution and its power of resource and 
recuperation, weathered the loss with as little perceptible damage. 

It is certain that of all these mounting millions sacrificed to 
fire, a large fraction could have been saved by the enforcement of 
proper precautions. Building ordinances of adequate rigidity in 
town and city, and regulations regarding the storing of combusti- 
bles, would go far in the right direction.

GEORGIA PEACH 
~ ICRA DANGER 


, A 
Present Warm Wave Is 
Responsible. 


Much Longer, Killing Frost 
Is Certain to Come---Reports 
From State ‘Show the Peach 
Trees Are Budding. 


Unless the weather man marks a pé- 
riod and paragraph in. this present 
warm wave at an early date, the Geor- 
gia peach crop for 1911 is dapmed to 
destruction, or, et least, to serious 
injury. . 

The only other alternative is an 
early spring and mild weather, for the 
balance of the winter season. 

Such is the opinion of many of those 
who are interested in the peach crop, 
and who have been alarmed at the 
continued warm weather which has ex- 
tended over a period of several weeks. 

Fears for Fruit Crop. 

While there are no records in the 
local weather office dealing with the 
fruit crop, Weather Observer von Herr- 
mann is somewhat of an authority on 
the effect which the weather has on 
fruit. and he is one of those who en- 
tertains grave fears for its safety. 

“If the warm weather continues very 
much longer, and the fruit trees are 
allowed to bloom, there is small hope 
of safety for the crop,” said he. “We 
will inevitably have a killing frost 
pefore the winter season is over, we 
have always had it some time between 
the middle and the last of February or 
in March, and there is no indication 
that this year will be any exception 
to the rule. The outlook at this time 
is rather gloomy.” 

E. L. Worsham, state entomologist, | 
also entertains grave fears for. the 
fruit crop. .Mr. Worsham has received 
reports from all over the state regard- 
ing the effect which the continued 
warm weather has.had on the fruit 
crop, and from south Georgia and from 
portions of middle and even from cer- 
tain sections in north Georgia, it is 
reported that peach trees have begun 
to bud, and in some places the buds 
have already begun to open. 

It is the consensus of opinion, how- 
ever, that if colder weather comes .at 
an early date, it will be in time to 
save the crop from material damage, 
but should the warm weather last 
much longer, it is almost certainly 
doomed. 

Holds Out Small Hope. 

Weather Observer von Herrmann 
holds out small hope for cold weather 
anv time soon. The weatlier, while 
somewhat cooler now, he states, gives 
every indication of turning warm 
again within a very few days, and 
unless an*upnexpected kink develops in 
the dope, the warm weather will last 
for some days to come. 2 

Officials at the Georgia Fruig Ex- 
change express the opinion that tip to 
the present the fruit blooms have not 
advanced far enough to be seriously 
injured by cold weather that may fol- 
low. and that unless the present warm 
period continues. ,for several days, 
there will be little danger of the fruit 
crop suffering to any serious extent. 

Captain Robert F. Wright, assistant 
commissioner of agriculture, entertains 
the same opinion; and believes that if 
there is an early cessation Sf warm 
weather, the fruit crop will suffer lit- 
tle damage. |

| New Orleans, February 3.—Secretary Hes- 
ter’'s weekly New Orleans cotton exchange 
statement issued. before the close of business 
today shows an inorease in the movement 
into sight compared with the 7 days ending 
this date last year in round figures 83,000, a 
decrease under the same days year before last 
of 97,000 and a decrease under the same time 
in 1908 of 184,000. 

For the 3 days of February the totais show 
an increase over last year of 51,000, a decrease 
under the same period year before last of 
61,000 and an increase over the same time in 
1908 of 1,000. 

For the 156 days of the seagon that have 
elapsed the aggregate ahead of the 156 days of 
last year 1,488,000, behind the same days year 
before last 730,000 and ahead of 10908 by 
1,248,000. 

The amount brought into sight during the 
past week has been 237,163 bales, against 153,- 
712 for the 7 days ending thig date last year, 
334,194 year before last and 370,838 same time 
in 1908; and for the 8 days of February it 
has been 113,551, against 62,482 last year, 
174,251 year before last and 112,801 same time 
in 1908. 

These make the total cooveustiit for the 156 
days of the season from September 1 to date 
9,594,136, against 8,105,896 last year, 10,323,808 
year before last and 8,345,655 same time in 
1908. 

Foreign exports for the week have been 
220,920, against 107,727 last year, making the 
total thus far for the season 5,543,650, against 
4,251,382 last year—an increase of 1,812,277. 

Northern mills’ takings and Canada during 
the past 7 days show a decrease of 30,179, as 
compared with the oorresponding period last 
year, and their total takings since September 
1 have increased 5,585. The fotal takings of 
American mills, north, south and Canada, thus 
far for the season have been 2,714,686, against 
2,726,988 last year. These include 1,495,852 by 
northern spinners, against 1,501,437. 

Stocks at the seaboard and the 29 leading 
eouthern interior centers have decreased during 
the week 90,720 bales, against a decrease 
during the corresponding period last season of 
90,935, and are now 183,926 larger than at this 
date in 1910. 

Including stocks left over at ports and in- 
terior towns from the last crop and the num- 
ber of bales brought into sight thus far from 
the new crop, the supply to date is 9,842,098, 
against 8,358,212 for the same period last year.

All-Night Cars Not 
Needed, Says Company. 


Street Car Officials Tell Rail- 
road Commission Places of 
Amusement and of Buiiness 
Are All Closed and Streets 
Deserted After 12 at Night. 


There are 210 trolley cars operated 

Atlanta every day. 

It costs on an average of $1.07 to 
run each car every hour, and each car 
on an average takes in $1.95 every 
hour. 

The average expense for anieetion 
the lines in Atlanta each mile is 12 
cents an hour. 

There is an all-night service line 
which has been operated for five years 
at a dead loss of $6.50 a night. 

Practical All-Night Service. 

Eight out of the ten lines in the city 
have practically an all-night service, 
as the last car at night ts at 1 o’clock 
and the first car in the morning 4 
o'clock. 

The 1 o'clock cars at night are 
known as the “drunkard’s special.” 

Atlanta is practically as dead as the 
seven sleepers between 12 o’clock at 
night ang 5 o'clock in the morning. 

The officials of the street car com- 
pany, headed by President P. S. Ark- 
wright, recently made a tour all over

the city at night andq found only a 
little stands open and only a few 
people on the streets.

Both 
the morning and afternoon sessions 
were taken up in hearing the reply 
from the street car company as to why 
it should not furnish an all-night serv- 
ice and place more cars on some of 
the lines during rush hours. 
Simmons on Stand. 

The first person who took the stand 
for the street car company was S. E. 
Simmons, superintendent of the trans- 
portation department. He told how 
difficult it was to inject extra cars 
during rush hours and said that the 
majority of the cars could only make 
one trip in forty minutes ang that 
nearly all the motormen and conduc- 
tors used for this one trip had to be 
pald for nine hours’ work. The trip 
ears took in only half enough to pay 
| the men. He said the Marietta street 
car schedule had extra cars during 
rush hours, but it was impossible to 
prevent some of the cars being over- 
crowded at times. He said that peo- 
ple insisted upon, taking the car that 
was ahead when two cars were run- 
ning close together, crowding the 
front car, while the rear car was near- 
ly empty. 

“T have been in nearly all the large 
cities,” said Mr. Simmons, “ang the 
street cars are worse crowded at rush 
hours than in Atlanta. It is a fact 
that 10 per cent of the people stand 
up in the cars when seats are vacant. 
Our cars are often crowded. because 
of unexpected weather changes and 
because of gatherings and entertain- 
ments of which we have had no no- 
tice. We have a man specially detail- 
ed to keep track of such affairs. We 
double the cars on all the leading lines 
on Sundays when the weather is 
good.”

Statement by Glenn. 

T. K. Glenn stateqg that the com- 
pany had 264 ears, 38 of which were 
for summer. The company used dur- 
ing rush hours 205 cars. That left 21 
cars as a margin for accidents and 
repairs. He said that if the service 
was increased to any extent the pres- 
ent power plant would have to be en- 
larged. The company hagqg built with- 
in the last year twenty-one large new 
cars and nine more had been ordered. 
There were twenty-four more cars 
now in daily service than’ there was a 
year ago, which was an increase of 
14 per cent. In reply to questions by 
Judge Hillyer he showeg that it was 
both impractical and useless to run 
cars both ways on the track on Trinity 
avenue and Fair street between Wash- 
ington street and Fraser street. 

Mr. Glenn further stated that on 
eight out of the ten lines there were 
cars that made special schedules every 
night at 1 o'clock and that only three 
hours later the regular daily sched- 
ules began at 4 o'clock. He said the 
average receipt of a car per hour was 
$1.95 and the maintenance $1.07, which 
only covered actual operating ex- 
penses. 

President Arkwright Talks. 


President P. S. Arkwrignt next made 
a statement in behalf of the company. 
He said that the very first request 
that had ever been made for all-night 
service came from Alderman J. B. 
Everett, who said that the city coun- 
cil wanted such a service, and an ap- 
pointment was made with Mr. Evcr- 
ett’s committee, but he did not attend 
it. He said there were only four rail- 
road schedules at night which could 
not be met by all the street car lines. 
He saig that the company had tried 
an all-night service for five years on 
the line from the end of Cooper street 
to the end of Martetta street, and 
after charging a 10-cent fare the loss 
every night was ¢v.50, and this after 
there had been five years for the busi- 
ness to improve. 

“Atlanta is peculiarly a community 
of people,” said President Arkwright, 
“who stay at home at nignt. Its popu- 
lation is composed of home-owners 
who have mostly come-here from small 
towns and the country, This is not a 
wide-open town. It is not an all-night 
town like New Orleans and Jackson- 
ville. Farly in the night the theaters 
close, all business closes, workshops 
close and saloons close. After 12 
o’clock the town is practically desert- 

ed.”’ 

President Arkwright then read a 
number of affidavits from The Con-
